EDITORIAL NOTE ON BRIEF REPORTS 


Effective immediately, the Brief Reports section of the Journal initiated this year is 
being expanded in scope. In addition to the types of material appropriate for submission 
as Brief Reports as described earlier (JMFT, 1982, 8 (1), p. 2), papers on training and 
supervision in family therapy will now be welcomed. As with brief clinical reports of the 
development of new therapeutic techniques of potential value and innovative applica- 
tions and modifi-ations of existing therapeutic techniques, Brief Reports on training 
and supervision must specify sufficiently the actual operations involved so as to allow 
replication and direct application by the reader. Two closing reminders: Brief Reports 
may not exceed five double-spaced pages, including References; and Abstracts are not 
required for Brief Reports. 
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
